WHY NOT HANG A LITTLE AT A TIME? 


HE AUTHOR of “ The Breadwinners ” in 1884 wrote to the Critic that 
he had been recommended as a fit subject for the hangman. A sym- 
posium was then in progress in that journal on the question whether 
authors should receive their pay in a lump sum or in installments scattered 
through years. Mr. Hay (for it was doubtless he) expressed a preference 
for the installment plan, in view of the reward he deserved, as stated above. 
This suggestion should now be ripe for a crusade. JUDGE would be glad 
to be in the van of the fight. Since the public conscience is balking at 
hanging, and justice is getting so chicken-hearted that criminals can no 
longer be quietly and expeditiously choked to death, we commend the more 
humane and effectual method of hanging a little at a time. When we hang 
a man promptly and fully the incident speedily passes out of mind and the 
moral effect is soon lost. Rather than hang the better sort of criminals— 
the big, prosperous criminals whose social stand- 

ing is properly vouched—we let them go scot 

free. All these difficulties are met by the simpie 

practice of summoning the criminal to court, say 

on the first day of each month, and giving him a 

little twist of the rope—a physically harmless but 

morally powerful squeeze. This would make the 


admonition self-perpetuating. There could never - 


be any risk about this. As soon as a little evi- 
dence was in we could hang the guilty man a 
little; as the evidence accumulated we could 
hang him a little more. If at any time the man’s 
innocence was established we would stop hang- 
ing him, and the ghost of an irremediable in- 
justice would never rise to haunt us, as often 
happens under the present practice. For a very bad man a rope might be 
constantly worn, and every passer-by might give it a little jerk. It is to 
the interest of all our financial and political people who may be in danger 
of going wrong to take up this scheme and push it along.
